successfully. D*-lhi has not laa-n as successful in 
the stud as some other sons of Hen Hriisli, but be 
was a grand race horse, and his day may la- coming. 
It will arrive at once if all the giaal things said 
alaiiit Pride of India turn out to have la-en well 
founded. His bhaal lines call for siieed and the 
aliilit.v to stay as well as to run fast. He is in 
the Pn-akness onl.v. .\nother of the four is the 
fleet filly J’en Hose, which started in seventeen 
raci-s last year, winning thirteen of them and was 
placisl ill the otlii-r four. She is strictly an Ameri- 
can-breil hack to when- Honnie Scotland comes 
into her ancestry, and it would lie pleasing to find 
her racing as a three-year-old up to fhe glowing 
promise of her two-.vear-oid career. Sailor, it is 
assumed, will start us Eternal’s helper in the Ken- 
tucky Ih-rby, but from the manner in which he has 
iM-en working it ap|a-ars that he has a hsik-in for 
the big rac«- on his own account. He is a St. Simon 
descendant, cros.sed with Hindoo and lAUigfellow 
lines, and the blending niti.v prove effective, al- 
though so far .Ml Gold has sent nothing of much 
account to the races. 
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Reduce His Stable. 

NEW YOHK, N. Y., May 5. — With .a favorable 
change in the weather tilings have liegiin to lM«im 
in the racing circles hereabouts. Belmont Park and 
.Jamaica were fairly alive with horses this morning 
and, while nearly all tJie stars are away, thert- are 
a few left that attract attention. Walter Jennings 
has a pro.spective stake winner in S,tar Hawk, the 
rei-ent arrival from California. This horse looks 
remarkably w'ell and forward, nothwithst'anding his 
occupation in California and his long trip from the 
coast. “If that horse does not win some races he 
will Is-lie his looks,’’ is the remark of tliose who 
have had the opportunity'to see him. 

At .Jamaica the alterations for comfort of patrons 
and horses have been many. A new receiving barn 
has b<-en built at the lower end of the paddock. 
The hack of the clubhouse Ixixes are now inclosed 
in glass, giving the whole structure a sort of con- 
servatory effect. This was suggestt-d owing to the 
cold wind that usually iirevailed, making matters 
uncomfortable for (K-cupanIs of the i-lubhouse boxes. 

“Notwithstanding a niimlier of stalls being utilized 
that were iiseil for receiving horses from other 
tracks on race days, we have not enough to uc- 
c-ommodate applicants.’’ said secretary W. C. Ed- 
wanls. “We tsuild iis»- 300 more if we hud them. 
A number of stables have dei-ided to lo<-ate at 
-Miuediict. .Ia<-k GoldslHirongh is one and J. Fitz- 
simmons will also go to Aqueduct when he n-tums 
from Baltimore. These are but two of many we 
could not ac(-ommo<late at Jamaica. A goisl line 
on the prosiK-ctive season can fsi gathen-d from the 
fact that we have sold practically all our Isixes. 
Such was never tlie case b-fore. but it shows the 
abnormal interest in racing this .vear.’’ 

John Sanford is going to rediici- his stable some- 
what and will sell alHiiit ten of his twenty-four 
at private sale, and, if not sold that way, will be 
put under the hammer the first week of the Bel- 
mont Park im-eting. “This is not a W(-ediiig out 
sale.” said Pn-ston Burch, who has c-harge of the 
Sanford establishment, “but a reduction sale. Mr. 
Sanford d«s-s not want to carry as mun.v horses as 
he has. Some of the ten to b«- sold are might.v good 
raeers and all are two-year-olds. Every horse in 
Mr. Sanford’s barn is in gooil <-ondition. Not a 
day’s sickness is rei-orih-d on the liooks and I might 
say the same conditions apply to all stables at 
Jamaica.”

"There were many Englisli trainers and jockf'ys 
tliere, and they all <-arried on their work during 
the war without any interruption wliatever. Where 
a trainer liefore the war reisdved $."i0 a month for 
looking after a liorse be now gets $200. 

“.Among the trainers are thn'e sons of the well- 
known trainer Joe Butters of Newmarket (Frank. 
Fred and Oliver). The two latter actually re- 
ceived tlieir licenses as trainers from tlie Hungarian 
J<M'key Club during tlie war.
